ST. Louis.- May 1.—For three weeks 


Mr. John H. Schofield, editor of the 
Butchers' and Packers' Jilag-azinu, has 
been making- personal investigation oi 
the rapid rise in- beef, visiting- all the 
packing centers. The result of his la- 
bors will appear in a lengthy article in 
his magazine Wednesday, in substance 
aa follows: 


"The sudden rise in beef be£*an dur- 


ing- Lent, and when five European 
countries had boycotted our product. 
This was -unnatural, and the result oi 
manipulation of a combine, including 
such large dealers as Kelson Morris, 
Armour, Swift, Cuciahy and others. 
Cattle prices have not advanced with 
beef prices, as the combine held the 
market, having- large stocks on the 
hoof 
and in refrigerators. 
Morris 


alone had at the beginning- of the rise 
100,000 head. 
This shows that no 


natural rise was possible. 


'•This combination to raise prices ac- 


complished a two-fold purpose. The 
first was to double the profits of the 
retailer without giving- the cattle raiser 
a percentage. The second and prin- 
cipal object was to wreak revenge on 
the sugar trust for clo-ing-, as the com- 
bine claims, the markets of Europe. 
The big packers assert that the Euro- 
pean bo3rcott is in retaliation for the 
duty imposed on sugar, and that when 
.this is removed the European houses 
will reopen. 


"The combine hopes to create a suf- 


ficient public sentiment to effect that 
end. The packers say the sugar peo- 
ple violated a compact made between 
them when they insisted upon and se- 
cured the bounty. 
Hence the desire 


for revenge."
